After inspecting a large num- 
ber of fire engines and consider- 
ing the possible growth of the 
city at the base of the hills, the 
city council today is eonsidering 
purchasing a fire engine costing 
more than $10,000. It was 
pointed out at the council meet- 
ing last night that machines 
costing less than that are “built 
to a price,” and it might be 
economy in the long run to pur- 
chase a. machine of standard 
make costing slightly more. 

The $10,000 figure was set 
after the people voted a bond 
issue of that amount. It is pos- 
sible for money to be taken from 
other funds of the city to provide 
the necessary money for better 
equipment, according to Ralph 
Swing, city attorney. 

G. A. Brest, captain of the Up- 
land Volunteer Fire department, 
said that a machine built to fit 
a certain price would not be 
go reliable as standard make 
equipment. The city council has 
on file bids from five firms, but 
awarding of the contract was 
postponed last night. Several 
fire trucks have been here for 
test runs on Euclid avenue, able 
to make a speed of 45 miles an 
hour up to Twentieth street, but 
doubt was expressed if that speed 
could be reached in later years. 

That the city is well supplied 
with water was revealed by R. G. 
Manley, city engineer. Approxi- 
mately 90,000 cubic feet will be 
used each month during the sum-

GETTING AFTER THE 
AUTO TAX DODGER 


Expected Measures to be Intro- 
duced at Next Assembly 
Session of State 
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“Catch the automobile tax dodg- 
er This will be one of the slog- 
ans of the 1929 legislature as a re- 
sult of which many thousands of 
dollars now being lost annually by 
the city of Upland and county of 
San Bernardino may be recovered. 
It is estimated, according to Chas. 
A. Whitmore, private secretary to 
Governor Young, that of the 1,700,- 
000 taxable automobiles in the 
state, fewer than 1,323,000 are on 
the assessment rolls. This means! 
a loss of 376,000 cars for assess- 
ment, which at an average valua- 
tion of $204 brings the total loss 
to taxation agencies to $76,746,000.
